SY WAFS ourlate or preſent tranſations and condut 
CERES” Of bufinefle; we ſhall in all faithfulneſſe and 
clearneſſe profeſſe and. declare unto you, thoſe things which 
have of lite protracted and hindered our disbanding; the pre- 
ſent grievances which poſſeſſe our Army, and are yet unreme- 
died; with our deſires as to the complete ſettlement of the liber- 
ties and peace of the Kingdome, which is that bleſſing of God, 
then which, of all worldly things nothing is more dear unto us, 
or more precious in our thoughts, we having hitherto thought 
all our preſent enjoyments ( whether of life, or livelihood, or 
neareſt relations) a price but ſufficient to the purchaſe of ſo rich 
a bleſſing; that we and all the free-born people of this Nation, 
may fit down in quiet under our vines, and under the glorious 
adminiſtration of Juſtice and righteouſneſle, and in full poſſeſſ- 
on of thoſe fundamenrall rights and liberties, without which 
we can have little hopes ( as to humane conſiderations ) to cn- 
joy cithet any c omfort of life, or ſo muchas life ir ſelf, bur at 
the pleaſures of lome men, ruling merely according to will and 
ower. It cannot be unknown what hath paſſed betwixt the 
arliament and the Army,as to the ſervice of Ireland; By all w* 
together with the late proceedings againſt the Army, in relati- 
onto their petitions and | — all men may judge what 
hath hindered the Army from a ready ingagement in that ſer- 
Vice,

vice, and (without further account or apology, as to that patti- 
cular) then what thoſe paſſages and proceedings themlclves (al- 
ready made publick ) do afford ; We do appeal toall men, whe- 
ther thoſe courſes to which the Parliament harh ( by the de- 
fignes and practice of ſome ) been drawn, have rationally tend- 
ed to induce a chearfull and unanimous undertaking of the Ar- 
my, as to that ſervice, or rather to break and pull the Army in 
pieces, with diſcontents and diſhonour; and to put ſuch diſ- ob- 
ligations and provocations upon it,as might drive it into diſtem. 
per, and indeed diſcourage both this Army and other ſouldicrs, 
from any further ingagement in the Parliament ſervice, And © 
we wiſh all men would, with us, upon the whole carriage ſeri. 
ouſly conſider, Whether in the intentions of thoſe who have 
by falſe informations and miſ: repreſentations, put the Parlia- 
merit upon ſuch wayes, the timely and effecuall relicf of Ire- 
land, ſeem really to have been intended, or rather ( with the 
breaking and disbanding of this Army) to draw together, or 
niſe ſuch other forces, and of ſuch 'a temper, as might ſerve to 
ſome deſperate and deſtructive defignes in England : For which 
(befides the probable ſuſpicions from their carriage of the bu- 
fineſſe) we have before-hand in the tranſ-aQtion thereof, had 
more then hints of ſucha defigne, by clear expreſſions to that 
purpoſe from many of thoſe Officers of the Army, that have 
been perſwaded, and appeared moſt forward to engage for Ire- 
land on the terms propoſed: And that ſuch a deſigne hath all 
along been driven, ſeems now too evident, by the preſent diſpo- 
ling of thoſe forces that have been engaged (as for Ireland) by 
the endeavours of ſome, to gain a power from the Parliament 
of ordering the ſame for ſome ſervice in England ; and by the 
private liſtings of men for ſervice here, without any publick au- 
thority of Parliament; and all this by the ſame perſons who 
have all along appeared moſt active and violent in the late pro- 


ccedings againſt the Army. A A 
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As to the juſt diſcontents and diſ-{atisfaQtions of the Army, 
in relation to their grievances, and their non-compliance to the 
late Orders for ſudden disbanding by piece- meal, before more 
full and equall fatisfaQtion were givento the whole , We defire 
youto look back to the papers already publiſhed of the grievan- 
ces themſelves, the Narrative of the Officers, and to the later 
papers from the Generall Councel of Watrre at Bazy, and from 
the late Generall Rendezvouz laſt week near Newmarket : And 
( werthink ) the Parliaments late reſuming the Conſideration of 
thoſe things (as to a further ſatisfaction ) doth much juſtifie the 
defires and proceedings of the Army, in thoſe paſt particulars 
hitherto, 

And though ( had we vpon our firſt addreſſes ) for ourun- 
doubted rights and dues, found a free and candid reception, 
with a juſt conſideration and reaſonable {atisfaRtion ; or at leaſt 
an ingenuous anſwer therein, we ſhould have been cafily per- 
{waded to have abated, or forborn much of our dues, and not 
to have inquired into or conſidered(fſo far as we have) either the 
poſſibilities there are for more preſent ſatisfaRion of Arrears, 
orthe credit of future ſecurities propoſed; Yet fince upon thole 
former addreſſes, we have found ſuch unworthy dealing, asin 
the ſaid papers is ſet forth; and thoſe additionall (though hither- 
ro but partiall ) ſatisfations coming ſo hardly as they have; 
We find no obliging reaſons, inthe leaſt, to decline or recede 
from what's our due, but rather ſtill to adhere unto our defires, 
of full 2nd equall fatisfaRion, in all the things mentioned in the 
aforeſaid papers, not onely in behalf of our ſelves and the Ars 
my, but alſo of the whole ſouldiery throughout the Kingdome, 
"who have concurred or ſhall concurre with us in the ſame de- 
fires, and to all our former deſires. As ſouldiers we cannot but 
adde this ( whercin we find our ſelves ſo nearly concerned in 
point of juſtice and reputation ) that more care , and a ſtricter 


courſe may be taken, for making goodall Articles granted , 
Uſe 


furrenders, according to the true intent and meaning of them z 
»5alſo for remedy and reparation in caſe of any Breach ( and 
this) without thoſe delayes which divers have found as pre- 
judiciall, or more, then if they had beenrorally denicd the per- 
formance of them, | 
Nor will it now ( we hope ) ſeem ſtrange or unſcaſonable 
to rationall and honeſt men, who,confider the conſequence 
of our preſent caſe ro their own and the Kingdomes, as well 
25 our future concernments in point of right, freedome, 
peice and ſafety, if (from a deep ſenſe of the hieh- conſe- 
quence of our preſent caſe, both to our ſelves in furure and 
all other people ) we ſhall before disbanding proceed in 


' our own and the Kingdomes behalf, to propound and plead 


for ſome proviſion for our and the Kingdomes ſatisfation, and 
future ſecurity in relation to thoſe things, eſpecially conſidering 
that we were nota mere mercenary Army, hired to ſerve any 
Arbitrary power of a ſtate, but called forth, and conjured by 
the ſeverall Declarations of Parliament to the defence of our 
own and the peoples juſt rights and liberties, and ſo we took 
up Arms in judgement and conſcience to thoſe ends, and have 
ſo continued them, andarereſolved, according to your firſt juſt 
defires in your Declarations, and ſuch principles as we have re« 
ceived from your frequent informations, and our own common 
ſenſe, concerning theſe our fundamenrall rights and liberties, to 
aſſert and vindicate the juſt power and rights of this Kingdome 
in Parliaments, for thoſe common ends premiſed, againſt all ar- 
ditrary power, violence and oppreſſion and all particular parties 
and intereſts whatſoever, the ſaid Declarations ſtill direRing us 
tothe Equitable ſenſe of all Laws and Conſtitutions,as diſpen- 
ling with the very letter of the ſame, and being ſupreme to ir, 
when the ſafety and preſervation of all is concerned, and afſu- 
ring us that all authority is fundamentally ſeated in the office, 
and but miniſterially in the perſons, neither do or will theſe 
A 3 our 


our proceedings ( 25 weare fully andin conſcience perſwaded) 
amount toany thing unwarrantable before God and men, being 
thus far much ſhort of the common proceedings in other Nati 
ors to things of an higher nature then we bave yet appeared tg, 
And we cannot but be ſenſible of the great complaints thy 
have been made to usgenerally in the Kingdome from the peg. 
ple, where we march,of Arbitrarincſlc and Injuſtice to their 
greatand inſupportable opprefſions. 

And truely ſuch Kingdomes as have according both tothe 
law of Nature and Nations, appeared to the Vindications and 
defences of their juſt rights and liberties, have procceded much 
higher : as our Brethren of Scotland, who in the firſt beginning 
of theſe late differences, aſſociated in Covenant from the very 
ſame principles and grounds, having no viſible form either of 
Parliament or King to countenance them : And as they were 
therein juſtified, and proteRed by their Owne, and this King- 
domealfo, ſo we juſtly ſhall expect to be. 

We need not mention the States of theNetherlands,the Por- 
tugals, and others, all proceeding upon the ſame Principlesof 
Rightand Freedome : And accordingly the Parliament hath 
declared itno reſiſtance of Magiſtracy, to {ide with the juſt prin- 
ciples of Law, Nature, and Nations ; being that Law, upon 
which we have affiſted You. And that the Souldiery may lay- 
fully hold the hands of that Generall who will turn his Cannon 
againſt his Army, on purpoſe to deſtroy them : The Sea-men 
the hands of that Pylot, who wilfully runs the Ship upon the 
Rock, ( as our Brethren of Scotland argued : ) And ſuch were 
the proceedings of our Anceſtours of famous memory, to the 
purchaſing of ſuch Rights and Liberties, as they have enjoyed 
through the price of their Bloud, and we both by that and the 
latter Bloud of our dear Friends, and fellow Souldiers,with the 
hazard of our own, do now lay claim unto. 


Nor is that ſupreme end (the Glory of God) wanting in jo 
cales 
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caſes to ſet a price upon all ſuch proceedings of righteouſneſle, 
and Juſtice, it being one witneſſe of God in the world, to carry 
on a Teſtimony againſt the injuſtice, and unrightcouſneſſe of 
men, and againſt the miſcarriages of Government : when cor- 
wpted, or declining from their primitive and originall glory. 

Theſe things we mention but to compare proceedings, and 
to ſhew,that we are ſo much the more juſtifiable and warranted 
in what we do, by how much we come ſhort of that height and 
meaſure of proceedings which the people in free Kingdoms and 
Nations, have formerly practiſed, 

Now having thus far cleared our way in this bufineſſe, we 
ſhall proceed to propound ſuch things as we do humbly deſire, 
for the ſertling and ſecuring of ourown, and the Kingdomes 
Right, Freedome, Peace, and ſafety, as followeth, 

I, That the Houſes may be ſpeedily purged of ſuch Mem- 
bers ; as for their delinquency, or for corruption,or abuſe to the 
State, or undue eleRion, ought not to fit there ; whereof the late 
eletions in Cornwall, Wales,and other parts of the Kingdome, 
afford too many examples to the great prejudice of the peoples 
freedome in the ſaid EleRion, 

IT. That thoſe perſons who have inthe late unjuſt, and high 
proceedings againſt the Army, appeared to have the will, the 
confidence, credit, and power to abuſe the Parliamear, and the 
Army, and indangerthe Kingdoms in carrying on ſuch things 
againſt us while an Army; may be ſome way ſpeedily diſabled 
from doing the like or worſe tous, ( when disband:d,and diſ- 
perſed,and in the condition of private men)or to other the Free. 
born people of England, in the ſame condition with us; and that 
(for that purpoſe)the fame perſons may not continue in the ſame 
power, (eſpecially) as Our and the Kingdomes judges in the 
higheſt Truſt, but may be made incapable thereof for future, 

And if it be queſtioned who -thoſe are, we thought nor fir 


particularly to name them in this our repreſentationto as 
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ſhall very ſpeedily give in their names, and before long, ſhall 
offer what we have to ſay againſt them to your Commilſioners, 
wherein we hope ſo to carry our ſelves, as that the world ſhall 
ſce we aim at nothing of private Revenge, or Animoſity, but 
that Juſtice may have a free courſe, and the Kingdome be eaſed, 
(atleaſt) by difinabling ſuch men from places of Judicature, 
w ho deſiring to advantage & ſet up themſclves and their party, 
ina generall confuſton have endeavoured to put the Kingdome 
into anew flame of warrc, then which nothing is more abhor- 
rent unto us. 

But becauſe neither the granting of this alone would be ſuf. 
cient to ſecure our Own, and the Kingdomes Rights, Liberties, 
and Safety, cither for the preſent Age, or Poſterity ; nor would 
the propoſall of this ſingly be free from the ſcagdall and appear- 
ance of FaQion, or defigne onely to ſuppreſſe one party (under 
the notion of unjuſt, or oppreſſive: ) that we may advance ano- 
ther, which may be imagined more our own; We therefore de- 
clare, that indeed we cannot but wiſh that ſuch men, and ſuch 
onely might be preferred to the great power and truſt of the 
Common-wealth, as are approved at leaſt for morall righte- 
ouſneſle ; and of ſuch we cannot but in our wiſhes preferre thoſe 
that appear ated thereunto by a principle of Conſcience and 
Religion in them, and accordingly we do and ever ſhall bleſ 
God for thoſe many Worthies, who through his providence 
have beenchoſen into this Parliament: and to ſuch mens endes 
vours (under God ) we cannot but attribute that vindication i 
part ofthe Peoples Rights, and Liberties ; and thoſe beginnings 
of a juſt Reformation, w4 the proceedings of the beginnings of 
this Parliament appeared to have driven at, 8& tended to, though 
of late obſtructed or rather diverted to other ends and intere 
by the prevailing of other Perſons,of other Principles and Con- 
ditions. But we are ſo far from defigning or complying to have 
any abſolute arbitrary power, fixed orſetled for continuance in 

an 


any perſons whatſoever z. as that if we might be ſure toobrain 
it, we, cannot wiſh to have icſo in theper{3ns of any who we 
gight beſt confide in, or who ſhould appear moſt of our owa 
yni0ns or principles, or whom we might have moſt perſonall 
ance. of, ' or intereſt in; but we do, and ſhall much ratheg 
wiſh, that the authority of this Kingdome in the Parliaments 
rightly conſtituted, free,equally,and ſucceſſively choſcnzaccord- 
ing to its original! intention ,may ever ſtand and have its courſe; 
2nd therefore we ſhall apply our defires chiefly to ſuch things, 
(by havingParliaments fettled in ſuch arighte6ſtigution)may 
gixe, more hopes of Juſtice, and Righteouſnefle, to flow down 
equally ro all in that its ancient chanel], without any overture, 
tegding either to overthrow that foundation either of oxder or 
goyerameht in this Kingdome, or to ingroſſe that power fox 
ity&.into the hands of any particular perſon, or- party 
whatſoever. And for that-purpaſe, though as we have found jr 
doubted by many men ( minding fincerely the publick good) 
burweighing ſo fully all conſequences of things, it may and is 
weralie to provye,that upon the end of this Parlament and 
eleftion of a new, the conſtitution of ſucceeding Parliaments(as 
wthe perſons eleted)may prove for the worſe many waies,yet 
face neither in the purging of this preſent Parliament, nor in 
eleQion of new, we can promiſe to- our ſelves H aſſurance of 
Juſtice, or other poſitive good from the-hands of men, but thoſe 
thatappear for preſent moſt righteous, and moſt for common 
200d, (having an unlimited power fixed in them during life or 
re) in time may become corrupt,or ſettle into parties or 


j0ns; or on the other ſide in caſe of new eleQions thoſe that 
ſhould ſo ſucceed, may prove as bad or worſe then the former: 
We therefore humbly conceive that (of two inconveniences 
the leſſe being ro be choſen) the main thing to be intended in 
the caſe (and beyond which humane providence cannaor reach, 


$to any aſſurance of policive goods) leems to berthis, vite 
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to provide that however unjuſt and corrupt perſons of Parliz- 
ment, in preſcat or future, may prove, or whatever itber 
may do to particular parties,or to the whole in particular thing 
during their xeſpeRive terms or periods, yet they ſhall of 
have the temptation or advantage of an unlimited powet fixd 
in them during their own pleaſure, whereby co perpetuate is 
juſtice and oppreſſion upon any, without end or remedy, or to 
advance and uphold any one particular partie, fation, or inte- 
reſt whatſoever, to the oppreſſion or prejudice of the commy. 
nity, and the enſlaving of the Kingdome unto all poſterity; but 
that the people may have an <quall hope or poſſbiliry, if they 
have an ill choice at one time, ro mend it in another,and them- 
ſelves may be in acapacity to raſte of ſubjetion as well as-ule, 
and may be ſo inclined to confider of other mens caſes, as what 
may come to be their own. This we ſpeak of in relation tothe 
Houſe of Commons, as being intruſted on the peoples behalf, 
for their intereſt in that great and ſupreme power of the Com 
 mon-wealth, (v7. the legiſlative power, with the power of þ- 
nall Judgements)which being in its own nature ſo arbitrary;and 
ina manner unlimited, uplefle in point of time, is moſt unfit and 
dangerous asto the peoples intereſt, to be fixt inthe perſons of 
the ſame now during life ortheir own pleaſurcs, neither by the 
originall conſtitution of this State, was it, or ought it to conti. 
 nue ſo (nor doth it, whereeveritis, and continues fo ) rendet 
that ſtate any better then a mere tyranny , or the people ſubje- 
Qed to it any better then vaſſals : bur in all ſtares where there 
is any face of common freedome, and particularly in this ſtate 
of England (as is moſt evident both by many poſitive lawes 
and ancient conſtant cuſtome ) the people have a right ro new 
and ſucceſſive eleions, unto that great an4 ſupreme truſt, at 
certain periods of time, which is ſo efſenriall and fugdamentall 
to their freedome, as it cannot or ought not be denyed them 
this, without which the Houſe of Commons is of very little 
| | CON- 
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concernment to the intereſt of the commons of England, yet 
in this we world not be miſunderſtood ro blame thoſe wor- 
thics cf both Houſes, whoſe 2z:al co vindicate the libertics of 
thisnation,oid procure that AR for contiouance of Parliament, | 
whereby it was ſecured from bcing Ziſſolved at the Kings plea- 
ſure, 2s former Parliaments have been : and reduced to fuch a 
certainty, as mighr enable them the better to afliſt and vindi- 
cate the liberties of this Nation (immcdiatcly before ſo highly 
invaded, and then alſo ſo much endangered) and this we take to 
bethe principall ends and grounds, for which in that exigency 
of time and affairs it was procured , andto which we acknow- 
ledge it hath happily been made uſe of : but we cannot think ir 
ws by theſe worthirs intended, or ought to be made uſe of 
tothe perpetuating of that ſupremetruſt and powerin the per- 
ſons of any, during their own pleaſures, or to the debarrifig of 
the people from their right and eleQions totally, now when 
thoſe dangers or exigencies were paſt and the affairs and ſafety 
of the Common- wealth would admit of ſuch a change. 
Having thus cleared our grounds and intentions (as we hope) 
from all {cruples and miſunderſtandings in what follows, we 
ſhall proceed further to propoſe what we humbly deſire for the 
ſettling of our own and the Kingdomes rights and liberties, 
through the bleſſing of God to poſterity, and therefore up- 
on all the grounds promiſed, we further humbly defire as 
followeth, | . 

III. That ſome determinite period of time may be ſet for 
the continuance of this and future Parliaments, beyond which 
none ſhall continue, and upon which new Writs may of courſe 
ifſue our, and aew eleRions ſucceſſively take place,according to 
theintent of the bill for Trienniall Parliaments, 

And herein we would not be miſunderſtoed, to defire a pre- 
ſent or ſudden diſſolution of this Parliament, but onely (as is 


expreſt before) that ſame certain _ may be ſer forthe de- 
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termiting of it, ſo that it may not remaia (as now) continuable 
' foreyer, orduring the pleaſure of the preſent Members, - Ang 
we ſhould deſire that the period to be now {et for ending this 

- Parlizment may be ſuch as may give ſufficient time for providi. 
_ onof what is wanting, and neceſſary to be paſled in point of 
jaſt reformation and further ſecuring the rights and liberties and 
ſettlingthe pzace gf the Kingdome, in order to which we fur. 
ther humbly offer. | 

IV. That ſccure proviſion may be made for the continuance 
of future Parliaments, ſoas they may not be adjournable or dif, 
ſolvable at the Kings pleaſure, or any other wayes then by their 
own confent during their reſpeRive periods: bur all thoſe peti- 
ods each Parliament to determine of courſe as before, This we 
defiremay be now provided for (if it may be) ſo as to put ic our: 
of all diſpute fot future, though we think of right ir ought not 
to have been otherwiſe before. . 

And becauſe the preſent diſtribution of EleQions for Patli- 
ament Members is fo very unequall, and the multitude of But. 
| gelles for decayed or inconfiderable Townes (whoſe iatercſtin 

the Kingdome, would (in many) not exceed or (in others) not 
.equall ordinary ViHlages) doth give too much and too evident

' the whole is not ſo minded, or not fo equally proyided;;or, we: 
therefore further deſire : | 

 V; That ſome proviſion may be now made for ſuch d:fribu- 

tion of Elections for future Parliaments as may ſtand with ſome 
rule of cqualty, or proportion asnear. as may be, to render the: 
Parliament a more equall repreſentative of the whole, as ( fot 
inſtance) That all Counties or divifiensand parts of the King- 
dome(involving inconſiderable Towns) may have a number of 
Parlt1metitmen allowed to their choice, proportionably rothe 
reſpcRtive ratesthey bear inthe common charges and —_

. And thus a firm foundation being laid in the authority and 
conſtirution of Parliament for the hopes at leaſt of comttion

| that may tend to lengthen ont further diſputes,or con'cſtations, 
but ratherſuch as may. tend to a ſpeedy and Generall compo- 
ſure and quicting of mens minds 1n order to peace, for which 
purpoſe we further propoſe. 

IX. That p':blick juſtice being firſt ſatisfied by ſome fewer: 
amples to poſterity out of the worſt of excepted perſons, and 
other delinquents, havicg p.iſt their Compoſitions, ſome courſe 
may be taken{by a generall :& of oblivion;or otherwiſe, where. 
by the ſeeds of furure War or Fewds citherto the preſent Age, 
or Poſtericy, may the better be raken away by eaſing that ſence 
of preſent, and ſatisfying thoſe fears of furure ruine or undoing 
to perſons or families which may drive men into any deſperate 
waycs for {clf preſervation and remedy, and by taking away the

fivate remembrances and diſtinions of parties,as farre a5 may

There are beſides theſe) many particular things which we 
could wiſh to be done, % ſome to be undone; all in order ſtill to 
the ſame end of Common Right, Freedome, Peace, and Safety, 
But theſe propoſals aforcgoing being the pn—_ things we 
bottome and inſiſt upon,we ſhall as we have ſaid before for our 
parts acquieſce for other parciculars in the wiſedome and juſtice 
of Parliament. A5d whereas it hath been ſuggeſtedor ſuſpeRed 
that in our late or preſent proceedings our defigne is to over- 
throw Presbirery, or hindet the ſettlementthereof, and to have 
the Independent government ſet up: We do clearly diſclaim, 
and diſavow any ſuch deſign; we onely defire that according 
tothe Decla: ations promiſing a priviledge for tznderConſcicn- 
ces, there may be ſo.ne cffectuall courle raken according to the 
intent thereof, anJ char ſuch whoupon Conſcientious grounds 
may differ from the eſtabliſhed forms, may not for thar be de- 
barred from the common Rights, Liberties or Bznefirs belong- 
ing equally to all as men and Members of the Common» 
wealth, while they live ſoberly, honeſtly, inoffenſively to- 
—_ others, and peacefully and faithfully rowards the 
- State, 

We haue thus freely and clearly declared the depth and bot. 
toms of our hearts and defires in order to the Rights, Liberties; 
and Peace of the Kingdome: wherein we appeal to all men whe- 
ther we ſcek any thing of advantage to our ſelves,or any parti- 
cular party whatever to the prejudice of the whole, and whe- 
ther the things we wiſh and ſeck do nor equally concern and 
conduce tothe good of others in common with our ſelves, 
according to the ſincerity of our deſires and intentions, where- 
in as we have already found the concurrent ſence of the people 
in divers Counties by their Petitions to the Generall,exprefſing
